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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/21/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding applicant's assertion that the field provided by the two coils, identified in the 
final rejection dated 1 1/19/2004, is a barrel field and is not substantially uniform at the three 
beams, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The two coils are each formed on either side of the 
electron path as shown in the figure and at least along the plane of the electron path between the 
two coils, produces a substantially uniform magnetic field. Further this field is preliminary to 
the deflection yoke as required by the claims. Any functional language in the claims is only 
patentable in that it establishes structural differences between the prior art and claimed device. 
In this case no such claimed differences exist and as such the rejection stands.
